^ WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Declaring  that 
“our  goal  is  no  American  fighting  and 
dying  any  place  in  the  world,”  President 
Nixon  announced  yesterday  he  will 
withdraw  an  additional  100,000  U.S. 
troops  from  Vietnam  by  Dec.  1 . 

While  ordering  American  troop  strength 
in  Southeast  Asia  reduced  to  184,000 
men— its  lowest  point  since  November, 
1965— Nixon  rejected  persistent  demands 
by  Democrats  that  he  set  an  early  deadline 
for  a total  U.S.  pullout. 

But  in  response  to  growing  pressure  from 
Republicans  as  well  as  Democrats,  the 
President  asserted  no  less  than  four  times 
during  his  20-minute  address  to  the  nation 
that  “American  involvement  in  Vietnam  is 
coming  to  an  end.” 

In  a speech  broadcast  around  the  wojld 
from  his  White  House  office,  Nixon  said 
the  success  of  the  Cambodian  and  Laotian 
operations  permitted  him  to  increase  the 
rate  of  U.S.  troop  withdrawals  from 

12.500  to  about  14,300  men  a month 
starting  May  1,  the  end  of  the  previous 
withdrawal  phase. 

The  pullout  of  100,000  men  y 1 and 
Dec.  1 will  reduce  the  authorized  troop 
strength  by  two-thirds  from  the  peak  of 

549.500  when  Nixon  took  office  in 
January,  1969. 

The  President  again  urged  North 
Vietnam  to  enter  serious  peace 
negotiations  and  appealed  in  particular  for 
“the  immediate  and  unconditional  release 
of  all  prisoners  of  war  throughout 
Indochina.” 

He  made  no  direct  mention  of  criticism 
against  him  by  Capt.  Aubrey  M.  Daniel  III, 
the  Army  prosecutor  of  Lt.  William  L. 
Galley,  Jr.  who  accused  Nixon  of 
intervening  in  the  case  and  undermining 
military  justice. 

But  the  President  noted  public  reaction 
to  “reports  of  brutalities  in  Vietnam”  and 
“atrocity  charges”  and  took  the  occasion 
to  defend  the  2.5  million  Americans  who 
have  fought  in  Vietnam  with  “courage” 
and  “self-sacrifice.” 

“We  can  and  should  be  proud  of  these 
men,”  Nixon  said.  “They  deserve  not  our 


scorn  but  our  admiration  and  our  deepest 
appreciation.” 

Nixon  dismissed  demands  by  the  House 
Democratic  membership  and  several  of  his 
potential  Democratic  opponents  for 
re-election  in  1972  that  he  set  a deadline  of 
December,  1972,  for  a total  withdrawal 
from  Vietnam.  To  do  that,  he  said,  “would 
serve  the  enemy’s  purpose  and  not  our 
own.” 

He  declared  that  his  course  of  action  is 
working  — “Vietnamization  has 
succeeded”— and  would  ensure  that  the 
United  States  can  disengage  while  giving 
South  Vietnam  “a  reasonable  chance  to 
survive  as  a free  people.” 

Calling  on  the  public  not  to  “take  what  I 
say  on  faith”  but  to  “look  at  the  record,” 
Nixon  listed  these  gains  as  a result  of  the 
U.S.-backed  South  Vietnamese  offensive  in 
Southern  Laos: 

“The  South  Vietnamese  demonstrated 
that  without  American  advisers  they  could 
fight  effectively  against  the  best  troops 
North  Vietnam  could  put  in  the  field. 

“The  South  Vietnamese  suffered  heavy 
casualties.  But,  by  the  most  conservative 
estimates,  the  casualties  suffered  by  the 
enemy  were  far  heavier.” 


BERKELEY,  CALIF.  (UPI)  - A 
coalition  of  radicals  came  close  yesterday 
to  taking  substantial  control  of  the 
Berkeley  city  government  in  a “peaceful 
revolution”  via  the  ballot  box. 

Among  first  objectives  after  the  election 
were  establishing  “community  control” 
over  the  police  force,  “soak  the  rich” 
taxation  and  abolition  of  the  city 
manager’s  office. 

Voters  elected  by  a margin  of  just  56 
ballots  out  of  51,460  cast  the  city’s  first 
black  mayor,  Warren  Widener,  32.  He  said 
the  election  was  “a  victory  for  change  in 
this  country.” 

Three  of  four  new  councilmen  elected 
were  candidates  of  the  “April  Coalition”  of 
new  left  activists,  militant  racial  groups, 
some  liberal  Democrats,  students  and  street 
people. 

The  proposal,  rqected  Tuesday  would 
have  divided  Berkeley’s  police  force  into 
three  autonomous  departments— one  for 
black  neighborhoods,  one  for  whites  and 
one  for  the  area  around  the  University  of 
California. 


New  Y-Day 
proclaimed

the  communities  of  Provo  and 
Orem,  Mayor  Verl  G.  Dixon  of 
Provo,  in  conjunction  with  the 
BYU  Student  Relations  office, 
signed  a proclamation  (right) 
this  week  declaring  “Y-Day”  be 
changed  to  “Y-Community 
Day.” 

The  proclamation  states  that  _ 
Y-Community  Day  be  for  the  " 
purpose  of  “beautifying  our 
community  for  the  mutual  ^ 
benefit  of  all.” 

The  clean-up  day  will  fall  on 
May  8 this  year.

Membership  of  The  LDS  Church  is  expected  to  reach  the  1 I 
million  mark  in  July  of  this  year. 

This  prediction,  though  not  official,  is  made  on  the  basis 
reported  total  of  2,930,810  members  of  record  at  the  close  of  1 
marking  a gain  for  that  year  of  1 23,354. 

The  membership  figures  and  other  statistical  information  i 
contained  in  the  annual  report  for  1970  read  at  the  141st  Ge 
Conference  of  the  Church  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 

A research  of  membership  statistics  of  the  Church,  which 
organized  on  April  6,  1830,  with  six  members,  shows  that  it  took  ( 
years,  or  until  1947,  to  acquire  the  first  million  members.  The  se  i 
million  was  achieved  in  16  years,  being  reached  in  1963.  In  but  R 
and  one  half  years  the  third  million  will  have  been  added. 

The  breakdown  of  membership  at  the  close  of  1970  sh-  >•' 
2,485,525  members  in  the  stakes  and  445,285  in  the  missions. 

The  gain  in  stakes  was  140,890  while  the  missions  recorded  a h 
total  membership  of  17,536.  This  loss  is  accounted  for  ir 
organization  of  a record  number  of  41  new  stakes  of  the  Church  d 
1970.  At  least  10  of  the  new  stakes  were  wholly  composed  of  mei  y 
transferred  from  the  missions  and  several  others,  which  were  divff 
of  already  existing  stakes,  included  'adjoining  mission  branches.  I 
memberships  would  average  about  4,000  each.  I 

The  stakes  at  the  end  of  1970  totalled  537.  Seven  new  stakes 
been  added  since  the  start  of  this  year,  bringing  the  current  to 
544.  r 

The  number  of  wards  and  independent  branches  within  the  s 
increased  to  4,922,  a gain  of  330  during  the  year. 

There  were  six  new  missions  created  last  year  to  bring  the  total ) 
The  year’s  increase  in  membership  reflected  79,126  converts  baj 
in  the  stakes  and  missions,  an  increase  of  nearly  10,000  ove  - ■ 
previous  year.  Children  of  record  baptized  in  stakes  and  missioi 
1970  were  55,210,  and  children  blessed  totalled  65,981.

“It  was  cold  and  miserable,” 
recounted  BYU  freshman  Kathy 
Stone  of  Spanish  Fork,  who  along 
with  three  other  BYU  students 
were  stranded  in  a leaking  boat 
overnight  on  Utah  Lake  last 
weekend. 

Kathy  and  her  friends  John 
Anderson  of  Seattle,  Pam  Flynn 
of  Castle  Rock,  Colo,  and  Mike 
Coin  of  Portland  were  returning 
from  a lakeside  picnic  when  the 
engine  cut  off  in  the  middle  of  the 
lake.  Their  only  food  was  two 
cans  of  pop. 

“We  couldn’t  have  been  any 
further  from  anything  if  we  had 
tried,”  added  John,  figuring  that 
the  party  had  spent  13  hours 
some  five  miles  from'shore. 


“We  started  out  with  a full 
tank.  It  was  three-quarters  full 
when  the  boat  stopped.  The  new 
additives  in  the  un-leaded  gas  we 
had  bought  just  didn’t  work  in  the 
outboard  motor  we  were  using,” 
he  said. 

Kathy  said  the  boys  took  the 
seats  off  and  piled  them  in  the 
prow  of  the  13-foot  ski  boat 
where  they  huddled  against  the 
near-freezing  weather.  “We  were 
only  wearing  T-shirts  and  light 
windbreakers,”  John  recalled. 
“The  boat  was  leaking;  we  were 
all  wet.  It  was  pretty  stormy  half 
the  time.” 

The  foursome  was  rescued  by  a 
Park  Ranger  who  noticed  their  car 
and  boat  trailer  parked  near  the 
shore  after  hours.  A search  was 
launched  until  darkness  fell.

India  of  meddling  in  Pakistani 
internal  affairs.  India  in  turn 
rejected  the  allegation  as 
unfounded. 

The  Pakistani  press  joined 
meanwhile  in  castigating  Soviet 
President  Nikolai  V.  Podgorny  for 
what  one  newspaper  called 
“meddling”  in  Pakistani  affairs. 
The  newspapers  also  repeated 
previous  charges  that  India  was 
flagrantly  interfering  by  aiding  the 
East  Pakistani  rebels.

Phase  II: 

Involve  Colleges  and  Departments. 
College  rep's,  will  advise  Exec.  Coun- 
cil, administer  $40,000  fund  for  stu- 
dent research,  journals,  speakers,  field 
trips.  Overlapping  programs  will  be 
correlated,  i.e.  Fine  Arts  College  w/ 
Culture  Office,  Phys.  Ed  College  w/ 
Athletics  Office,  etc. 

This  will  cut  duplication,  improve 
quality  of  programs  and  involve  stu- 
dents with  their  departments,  while 
building  the  academic  climate  of 

BYU. 


Phase  Ml: 

Stimulate  Student  Involvement.  The 
structural  changes — Phases  I & II — 
will  bring  student  government  into 
the  mainstream  of  student  involve- 
ment. For  example:  with  Pol.  Sci. 
dept.,  we  co'uld  establish  student 
voter  registration  center  for  national 
elections:  with  wards  and  stakes,  we 
could  promote  and  coordinate  com- 
munity service  projects.

China  invites  U.S.  team 


NAGOYA,  JAPAN  (UPI)  - The 
United  States  team  playing  in  the . 
world  table  tennis  championships 
accepted  an  invitation  yesterday 
to  visit  Communist  China,  the 
first  such  organized  American 
group  to  go  to  the  Chinese  - 
mainland  since  1949. 

Graham  B.  Steenhoven, 
president  of  the  U.S.  Table  Tennis 
Federation,  said  he  and  1 5 other 
players  and  officials  of  the  team 
will  fly  tomorrow  by  way  of  Hong 
Kong  to  the  Communist  Chinese 
capital  of  Peking.  He  said  the  visit 
would  be  for  five  or  six  days. 

In  Washington,  U.'S.  State 
Department  officials  welcomed 


the  invitation.  President  Nixon 
lifted  the  long-standing  ban  on 
travel  by  Americans  to 
Communist  China  last  December. 

Steenhoven  said  the  invitation 
was  extended  by  the  secretaryy 
general  of  the  Communist  Chinese 
table  tennis  delegation.

Dress  Standards  Committee  tries 


of  confronting  violators 


new  method 

Responsibility  has  been  shifted 
to  the  faculty  to  confront  dress 
code  violators  at  spring 
registration,  according  to  Lyle 
Curtis,  Dress  Standards 
Committee  chairman. 

“Rather  than  singling  out  and 
contacting  students  personally," 
he  said,  “the  committee  will  meet 
with  a council  of  the  deans  in 
each  college  and  give  them  a list 
of  the  students  who  were  in 
violation  of  dress  standards.” 

“The  deans  will  contact  the 
professors  of  these  students  who 
will,  in  turn,  silently  check  the 
students  in  their  classes  to  see  if 
they  are  still  in  violation,”  Curtis 
said. 

Professors  noticing  students 
who  persist  in  violating  dress 
standards  will  talk  to  the  students 


privately  about  the  problem,  he 
added. 

If  the  student  is  still  in 
violation,  the  professor  will  send 
the  student’s  name  to  Registration 
Violations  Standards.  Students 
will  then  be  sent  a letter  asking 
them  to  appear  before  the 
Standards  Committee. 

Curtis  said  that  students  noted 
for  violation  of  dress  standards 
during  registration  had  pink  cards 
with  the  appropriate  violation 
checked.  These  were  put  in  their 
official  packet.  The  boys 
out-violated  the  girls  three  to  one. 

“This  may  be,”  Curtis  said, 
“because  girls  can  wear  their 
longest  skirts  or  slacks  during 
registration,  while  boys’  hair  and 
sideburns  are  difficult  to  hide.” 
There  were  1145  boys  and  404 
girls  tagged  for  violations. 

C urtis  said  he  hopes  to  have 


complete  cooperation  with  this 
new  program. 

“These  standards  are  the  code 
for  us  to  follow  in  this  program,” 
said  Curtis.  “If  the  university 
changes  its  rules,  so  will  we.  But, 
we  all  have  a commitment  to 
abide  by  the  rules  as  they  are.”

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Fellowships 
given  to  profs 

Special  research  fellowships 
have  been  awarded  to  two  BYU 
professors  of  biochemistry  by  the 
Public  Health  Service. 

Dr.  Clark  J.  Gubler  and  Dr. 
John  H.  Mangum  will  spend  their 
sabbatical  leaves  with  two 
biochemists  while  learning  new 
techniques  and  gaining  additional 
experiences. 

DR.  MANGUM  received  his 
fellowship  from  the  National 
Institute  of  General  Medical 
Science  and  it  will  allow  him  to 
study  at  the  National  Heart  and 
Lung  Institute  in  Bethesda,  Md. 

He  will  be  working  with  Dr. 
Earl  Stadtman,  chief  of  the 
biochemistry  section.  His  research 
program  will  involve  an 
investigation  of  the  cellular 
regulation  of  glutamine 
synthetase,  a key  enzyme  in 
nitrogen  metabolism. 

DURING  the  past  several  years 
he  has  been  involved  in  a research 
program  which  has  been 
concerned  with  vitamin  B-12  and 
folic  acid  dependent  enzyme  and 
has  become  an  authority  on 
methionine  biosynthesis  in 
mammalian  tissues  and  cells. 

DR.  MANGUM  received  his  B.S. 
and  M.S.  degrees  from  BYU  and 
the  doctorate  at  University  of 
Washington.  He  did  postdoctoral 
work  at  Scripps  Clinic  and 
Research  Foundation  in  La  Jolla, 
CaHf. 

He  has  been  a National  Institute 
of  Health  Career  Development 
Awardee,  1966-71,  and  has 
presented  scientific  papers  at 
symposiums  in  Bangalore,  India 
and  Prague,  Czechoslovakia. 

DR.  GUBLER  was  awarded  a 
fellowship  by  the  National 
Institute  of  Child  Health  and 
Human  Development.  He  will  be 
working  with  Dr.  Jay  Seegmiller 
at  the  University  of  California  at 
San  Diego.  They  will  be 
concerned  with  researching  the 
biochemical  basis  of  maple  syrup 
urine  disease,  which  is  inherited. 

He  will  be  studying  enzymes 
that  function  in  the  metabolism 
of  certain  amino  acids  in  the 
brain.  These  enzymes  are  lacking 
because  of  a genetic  defect  and 
overabundance  of  the  resulting 
toxic  products  cause  lack  of 
growth  and  mental  retardation. 

DR.  GUBLER  was  also  recently 
awarded  an  interim  grant  from  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health 
which  will  extend  through  April 
for  his  studies  on  the 
physiological  functions  of 
thiamine  (vitamin  B-1),  his 
principle  area  of  study. 

LAST  YEAR  he  headed  a 
delegation  of  U.S.  scientists  in  a 
thiamine  conference  in  Japan.  The 
author  of  over  85  scientific 
papers,  he  studied  at  Utah  State 
University  and  received  his  Ph.D. 
at  the  University  of  California.

“Homage  to  Erik  Satie”  is  another  reason  why  the 
Utah  Symphony  Orchestra  is  ranked  among  the 
nation’s  finest.  Composer  Darius  Milhaud,  once  a 
devotee  of  Satie  and  member  of  the  musical 
revolutionaries  “Les  Six,”  calls  it  “a  remarkable 
album,”  and  the  reviewer  in  Esquire  Magazine 
wrote,  “The  album  is  an  homage  not  only  to  Satie 
but  also  to  Abravanel  and  the  Orchestra  he  has 
created  in  Salt  Lake  City.” 

It  would  be  difficult  not  to  concur.  Both  as  a 
technical  achievement  and  as  a work  of  art 
Vanguard,  Abravanel  and  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle 
have  succeeded  in  bringing  out  the  homey  realism 
and  dry  humor  of  Satie’s  music.  Abravanerkeeps  a 
balanced,  controlled  ensemble,  with  secure 
intonation  and  the  necessary  variety  of  tone. 

The  first  three  selections  on  the  two-record  set  are 
taken  from  three  ballets  which  exemplify  Satie’s 
rejection  of  primitivism,  impressionism,  and  other 
modern  “isms,”  even  though  he  had  earlier 
anticipated  many  of  the  techniques  used  by 
Debussy  (as  in  the  “Gymnopedies”  on  this 
recording).  The  idea  was  to  divorce  music  from 
Romantic  dreaming  and  meaningless  ornamentation, 
make  it  as  close  to  real  life  or  “actualite”  as 
possible,  using  models  of  popular  music  such  as  the 
dance  hall,  the  cabaret,  and  jazz. 

Satie’s  eccentricity  is  Ulustrated  in  the  titles  of 
such  compositions  as  “Five  Grimaces”  and  “Pieces 
in  the  Shape  of  a Pear?”  in  the  satirical  directions 
printed  on  the  music?  e.g.,  “leger  comme  un  oeut” 
(light  like  an  egg),  or  “ralentir  avec  politess”  (slow 
down  politely).  The  music  itself  is  often  notated 
with  barlines,  sparsely  orchestrated,  capricious, 
parodistic,  and  always  witty. 

Several  of  the  pieces  were  originally  written  for 
piano,  and  have  been  orchestrated  by  associates 
such  as  Debussy,  Poulenc  and  Milhaud,  on  whom 
Satie  had  a marked  influence.  Arthur  Honneger  was 
also  a member  of  “Les  Six”  who  gathered  around 
Satie,  and  his  influence  of  Stravinsky,  living  in  Paris 
at  the  time,  was  an  important  factor  in  the 
development  of  neo-classicism. 

While  Satie  is  seldom  heard  on  concert  and  recital 
programs  today,  this  Utah  Symphony  album  is  a 
complete  delight,  and  perhaps  may  help  spark  a 
deserved  revival  of  interest  in  this  fascinating 
composer.

Eight  couples  from  BYU’s 
award-winning  Ballroom  Dance 
team  will  represent  the  U.S.  for 
the  first  time  in  the  world’s  largest 
ballroom  dance  festival.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Rep. 
Sherman  P.  Lloyd,  R-Utah,  joined 
yesterday  in  co-sponsorship  of  a 
bill  to  prohibit  nationwide  TV 
and  radio  blackouts  of  major 
professional  sporting  events. 

Lloyd  said  local  blackouts  bf 
major  events  would  not  be 
affected  by  the  legislation.  He 
charged  that  the  promoters  of  the 
recent  Frazier-Ali  heavyweight 
fight  “went  so  far  as  to  try  to 
restrict  wire  services  and  the 
broadcast  media  from  reporting 
the  progress  of  the  fight.” 

“This  bili  will  insure  that  in  the 
future  the  public  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  witness  major 
spring  events  on  aU  types  of 
electronic  media,”  Lloyd  added. 

The  Utah  Republican  said  the 
bill  would  “head  off  the 
possibility  of  allowing  promoters 
to  use  professional  sports  to  make 
a financial  killing  by  charging 
exorbitant  prices  and  limiting  the 
viewing  audience  to  only  an 
affluent  few.”

throughout  campus. 


Snow  on  the  sidewalks  melts,  the  clocks  correct 
themselves  by  some  unseen  magic,  the  buildings  are 
warmed  and  closed-circuit  TV  appears  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium,  all  because  of  the  intricate 
network  of  tunnels  zig-zagging  beneath  the  campus. 

A channel  of  tunnels  more  than  a mile  long 
crisscrosses  the  campus,  and  although  many  know 
of  them,  few  people  really  know  what  the  tunnels 
are  like  or  what  they  contain. 

THREE  PHYSICAL  plant  spokesmen  quelled  the 
rumors  that  the  tunnels  are  an  ideal  playground. 

“(The  tunnels)  ...  carry  the  high  temperature 
water  line;  that’s  both  supply  and  retufn.  They 
carry  a lot  of  high  voltage  electricity.  They  carry  a 
lot  of  low  voltage  for  communications,  and  coaxial 
cable  for  TV  and  computer,”  said  one  official. 

THE  TUNNELS  are  narrow,  hot  and  lined  with 
wires  and  cables.  Every  few  feet  there  are  400  watt 
bulbs  jutting  out  of  the  cement  ceiling  like  the 
“swords  in  the  stone,”  and  every  so  often  a vent 
sifts  in  refreshing  light  and  air  from  above  ground. 

ALL  OF  THE  major  buildings  on  upper  campus 
are  connected  to  the  heating  system  as  will  be  the 
new  Activities  Center,  although  not  by  the  tunnel 
itself.  To  cover  this  increase  in  needed  heat  the 
heating  plant  is  putting  in  its  sixth  boiler  since  the 
central  heating  plant  was  started  in  1947. 

The  only  buildings  on  upper  campus  that  aren’t 
connected  to  the  heating  tunnels  are  the  Auxiliary 
Service  Cojnplex  and  Wymount  Terrace. 

THANKS  TO  the  tunnels,  there  is  no  need  for  the 
maintenance  personnel  of  each  building  to  set  their 
own  clocks.  The  master  clock  in  the  electric  shop 


HOW  DEEP  underground  are  the  tunnels?  They 
are  an  average  of  three  to  four  feet  deep,  but  some 
are  as  deep  as  20  feet. 

Have  the  passages  ever  been  thought  of  as  possible 
bomb  shelters?  This  was  thought  of  several  years 
ago,  but  because  of  the  impractical  size  of  the 
tunnels  this  was  vetoed. 

ONE  WOULD  think  the  maintenance  of  the 
passages  would  be  exhaustive,  but  because  of  the 
daily  inspection  of  them  there  have  never  been  any 
insurmountable  problems  and  the  cost  has  been 
minimal. 

The  security  of  the  tunnels  also  is  highly 
protected.  The  campus  police  are  in  charge  of 
inspection  to  protect  the  entrances. 

ONE  HEATING  plant  workman  told  of  a group 
of  high  school  students  who  attempted  to  sneak 
through  the  tunnels  to  an  unknown  destination.  He 
shut  off  the  lights  after  they  had  darted  past  him 
and  progressed  about  one  hundred  feet  down  the 
tunnel.  They  returned  “quite  humbly,”  he  quipped. 

THIS  WINTER  brought  abundant  snow  to  Utah 
Valley,  and  often  the  campus  lay  under  a blanket  of 
white  fluff,  but  for  some  unseen  reason,  many  of 
the  sidewalks  remained  ice-free.  In  the  laying  out  of 
the  campus  sidewalk  system,  plans  were  made  to  lay 
the  walks  with  the  most  traffic  over  the  warm 
tunnel  channels  below. 

HOW  LONG  will  the  heating  plant  on  the 
ever-expanding  campus  be  able  to  handle  the 
necessary  heating  load?  According  to  the  Physical 
Plant  spokesmen,  it  has  as  much  potential  as  it  will 
need  in  the  foreseeable  future.

Italians  import  Idaho  rabbits 


TWIN  FALLS  (UPI)  ~ The  last 
of  10,000  jack  rabbits  destined 
for  Italy  left  here  last  week  and 
exporter  Nero  Battistuzzi  said  he 
will  return  in  November  for 
another  18,000. 

Shippers  crated  342  of  the  wily 
rabbits  fresh  off  the  sage  brush 
and  farm  lands  of  southwestern 
Idaho  and  sent  them  in  crates  of 
six  rabbits  each  for  Italy. 

Battistuzzi  represents  a firm 
which  hopes  to  sell  the  rabbits  to 
game  preserves  in  Italy  for  the 


shooting  enjoyment  of  Italian 
hunters. 

He  received  a call  from  the  firm, 
Battistuzzi  said,  and  the 
thousands  of  rabbits  shipped  from 
Idaho  were  gaining  weight  rapidly 
and  already  reproducing. 

He  said  they  will  be  allowed  to 
reproduce  and  grow  all  summer  in 
Italy  before  they  are  put  on  the 
ranges  for  Italian  hunters. 

Magic  Valley  rabbit  hunters 
have  earned  over  $15,000  so  far 
catching  the  rabbits  — usually 
considered  pests  in  Idaho— and 
selling  them  to  the  Italians. 


conference:  “Reluctantly,  I have 
concluded  that  the  President  is 
determined  to  play  politics  with 
the  Galley  decision  and  the  entire 
My  Lai  tragedy. 

“I  realize  the  gravity  of  such 
charges.  I do  not  make  them 
lightly,  but  only  after  the  most 
serious  Consideration,”  Bayh 
added. 

Bayh,  asked  what  Nixon  could 
do  now,  said:,  “He  can  keep  his 
mouth  shut  until  the  final 
review.” 

But  Rep.  Gharles  Gubser, 
R-Galif.,  a member  of  a special 
House  committee  that 
investigated  My  Lai  in  1970,  said 
the  Galley  jurors  and  the 
prosecutor,  Capt.  Aubrey  Daniel 
III,  should  be  ordered  to  keep 
silent  in  the  case. 

He  said  Galley  had  been 
“admonished  to  make  no 
statements  to  the  press”  after  his 
conviction,  but  that  day  after  day, 
the  officers  who  served  on  the 
jury  had  been  publicly  defending 
their  verdict  and  Daniel  now  has 


been  “continuing  the  trial  in  the 
headlines.” 

At  the  White  House,  Press 
Secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler  said 
the  President  had  read  Daniel’s 
letter,  but  would  have  no 
comment  on  it.
